On 5-^^-73 at 19^5 hours suspect? lleonc was interviewed in Interview Room 26 
b7 Sgz. Griffith and Dep. Johnson. The suspect was read his rights per 
by Dep, Johnson, to which he stated he understood and waived , 

Suspect Menr.o stated that he is an assistant 3cy Scout leader of Newhall Scout 
Troop 6c5^ He related that on 5-20- 73 three juvenile scout mercers of his troop 
and four adults went on an all slight cajnp-out to Caisp josepho in the Santa 
Xonica Mountains (located at JOOO Rustic Canyon Road, Pacific Palisades t * 9^932) , 
On Saturday evening all seven persons slept in a tent which was approximately 
9 ft, by 12 ft. 

During the early iso ming hours the suspect related that he was awakened by 
victim who was sleeping nsx* to the suspect- The suspect stated 

he was awakened because the victim h£d wet his sleeping bag* The suspect 
stated that at that tine he instructed the vic.ini to remove his wet undershorts r 
and the vic^in ccrspiied* Suspect tTenno stated he then turned the viatic' s 
sleeping bag over and had the victim lie cn top of the sleeping ba£, and he 
covered hisi with a blanket. A short Tina latsr the victim wet the sleeping 
ba.? again. The suspect instructed the vie tin to go outside and urinate* 
When the victim returned, the suspect had the victim lie close hin for 
body var-nth and he again covered the victia with a blanker* 

Suspect tfenno statad that due to the' victin* s wetting the bed twice, the victim 
was upset and stated that he had urinary problems but had not wet the bed in a 
long time. The victim also complained of being ftoiassick and having: stomach ache* 
The suspect stated he recalled when he was a young boy scout and had a stomach 
e.che. His scout leader then massaged hi3 3tomach and it helped to relieve the 
pain. The suspect, therefore, began to ^assa^e the victim's s"c,~ach cramps and 
also kissed the victim on his forehead and hoped it would calx: him down* The 
suspect a aid the victim also kissed bin* 

The suspect stated that as he tnassaged the victim's stomach, he began to massage 
the victim's penis as well. The suspect related that as he massaged the victims 
penis that the victim obtained an erection. The suspect continued to massage 
the victim's erect penis for 2 to ^ ainutes* As he did so, he told the victim 
that as long a3 his penis was hard, he could not urinate. Suspect Merino
